vehicle; 

displaying, from within the vehicle, said determined list of locations of vehicle service 
centers; 
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receiving, from the user within the vehicle, a selection of one of the displayed vehicle 
service center locations; and 

receiving, from within the vehicle, an order for one or more vehicle parts corresponding 
to the approved vehicle replacement part recommendations for delivery to a vehicle service 
center based on the selected location".
